Correspondence recently arriving from London on 
the subject marginally noted indicates that the GeneralOffi= 
cer Commanding Overseas Military Forces of Canada feels that 
the military situation doesnot permit of the immediate put=— 
ting into effect of the oponion expressed by the Director of 
Medical Services O.M.F.Ce that such students might now be per- 
mitted to resume their professional studies. The letter 
states that the question may be re-opened in February 1918. 
This probably means that on the arrival of reinforcements 
the Medical Students in question may be released to complete 
their studies. While it does seem that they are being dis-— 
crimated against when one considers the arrangements made for 
Under Graduates who have not yet gone Overseas,. it should be 
borne in mind that the tefms of their attestation are not 
being violated with respect to the men now Overseas. It 
is thought that when the question is taken up again, as sug= 
gested, in February 1918 it will be settled as the Universi~ 
ties prefer that it should be. Steps will be taken to sub- 
mit the matter officially to the Minister but it is suggested 
that it might be laid before him direct by yourself as well.
